The banking measure, sponsored by 


the legislative committee which inves- 
tigated last fall's banking collapse, be- 
came Act 252. 


It limits loans to 20 per cent of the 


capital and surplus of a bank, and re- 
quires the bank to maintain reserves 
of 25 per cent, 15 in cash and 10 in 
federal or state bands.

WASHINGTON-(U.R)—An article in 


the Manufacturer's Record reveals that 
more nationally known business con- 
cerns are taking up unemploymetn in- 
surance every day as a result of the 
great publicity given unemployment 
at the present time. 


Over 150,000 workers were recorded 


as having unemployment insurance in 
America, according to the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Company statistics. 
25,000 of these were given such insur- 
ance in one group by 14 business con- 
cerns acting together. 


In the United States, the Manufac- 


turer's Record points out, upwards of 
4,000,000 persons are the beneficiaries 
of 450 pension operations now effective 
and 95,000 of these are actually draw- 
ing pensions totalling $60,000,000 each 
year.

Highway Legislation - 


A CHANGED attitude Was noticeable in recent state legisla- 
f\ tion for'governing automobile operation. 


Apparently the lessons of the past—which have cost us 


thousands df Uvep—have had some effect. There is a trend, 
nof tpward overly restricted and hence unenforceable laws, 
but toward moderate measures. The so-called model traffic 
ordinance, which does away with a stipulated speed limit and 
substitutes "reckless driving"—thereby giving traffic of- 
ficers greater leeway in preventing recklessness—has been 
adopted in a number of states, and endorsed by safety or- 
ganization's. 


Compulsory liability insurance laws were conspicuous 


by their absepeaJ^Even the financial responsibility laws, by 
whjch/C"9PTver islforced to provide evidence of his ability 
to pay for damage pt may cause in the future after he has 
had one accident, do riv seem to have received much public 
support. In contrast, rnelteiures designed to provide strict ex- 
amination for drivers, that would weed out the incompetent 
and mentally and physicalrt unfit, received wide attention. 
Many safety authorities are of the opinion that the adoption 
of such a law in every state wVuld mark the greatest siijgle 
step forward in automobile accutent prevention. 


All in all, we are justified in^iaving hope that the high- 


way accident menace is being curbed. But it should be re- 
memfaiered th^t legislation, no n/atter how wise, can only 
touch the surface of the problem/The important thing is for 
every driver to realize his responsibility for the lives and 
property of others. When motorists, as a body, accept that
